President  Wilkinson  Will  Open 
Years  Forum  Assemblies  Today 


Opening  the  year’s  forum  as- 
sembly series  will  be  BYU  Presi- 
dent Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  who  will 
address  the  student  body  at  10  a.m. 
today  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

A 1921  graduate  of  Brigham 
Young  University,  a summa  cum 
laude  graduate  of  George  Washing- 
ton University  Law  School,  and  a 
doctor  of  juridicial  science  at  Har- 
vard, Dr.  Wilkinson  has  served 
nearly  15  years  as  BYU  president. 

WON  LAWSUIT 

Prior  to  his  position  at  BYU 
and  the  establishment  of  his  own 
law  firm,  he  and  his  associates  at 
the  law  firm  of  Charles  Evan 
Hughes  handled  a case  for  the  Ute 
Indians  resulting  in  four  judgments 


totaling  $31,500,000,  which  is  one  of 
the  largest  ever  rendered  by  the 
U.S.  Court  of  Claims  against  the 
United  States.  During  the  16  years 
they  worked  on  the  case,  34,000 
pages  of  evidence  were  gathered, 
probably  the  greatest  amount  ever 
presented  in  that  court. 

During  Dr.  Wilkinson’s  tenure  at 
BYU,  the  institution  has  become 
the  largest  university  in  the  Great 
Basin  area  and  one  of  the  largest 
church-related  universities  in  the 
nation. 

BYU  honored  him  in  1965  by 
naming  the  new  student  activities 
building  the  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
Center. 

During  today’s  forum,  sound 
equipment  will  be  set  up  in  the 


fieldhouse  annex  and  television 
coverage  will  be  broadcast  to  the 
Joseph  Smith  Auditorium. 


Surveying  empty  shelves,  hag- 
gard clerks  and  students  dashing 
after  books  which  may  already  be 
sold  there  is  a man  whom  many 
people  are  cussing. 

He  is  Ivan  Sander  son,  BYU 
Bookstore  manager. 

Teachers  and  professors  cuss 
him  because  the  bookstore  does 
not  have  enough  texts  for  their 
classes. 

Students  cuss  him  too,  however 
one  coed  was  not  overly  perturbed 
about  the  bookless  situation.  She 
said,  “I  don’t  care  if  our  books 
never  come  in.  Our  teacher  said 
there  would  be  no  tests  until  we 
had  the  texts.” 

But  if  Sanderson  and  his  staff 
of  232  have  their  way  no  tests  will 
be  postponed  for  longer  than  two 
weeks. 

DAILY  ORDERS 

“Using  daily  orders,  telephones 
and  special  mailing  facilities  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  fill  all  orders 
in  less  than  two  weeks,”  explained 
Sanderson. 

The  Bookstore  manager  said  past 
classes  serve  as  a guide  when  ord- 
ering books  for  professors.  “We 
also  have  teachers  submit  lists  of 
the  number  of  books  they  think 
they  will  need. 

“We  often  order  15  percent  more 
books  than  teachers  request  to  in- 
sure an  adequate  supply.” 

Despite  these  precautions  many 
students  find  there  are  not  enough 
of  the  right  books  at  the  bookstore. 

Professors  and  teachers  also 
complain  of  inadequate  service. 

WHY? 

According  to  Bookstore  person- 
nel, teachers  often  neglect  to  sub- 
mit their'  book  lists  early.  This ' 


means  the  Bookstore  has  to  guess 
the  number  of  students  teachers 
may  have.  Sanderson  admitted  his 
staff  sometimes  makes  errors  in 
the  guesses. 

He  anticipates  a time  when  com- 
puters may  be  integrated  with  re- 
gistration facilities  so  extra  books 
can  be  ordered  immediately.

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Does  Partkipation  Really  Pay? 


During  the  pjet  se%-ei-al  days  Participa- 
tion Committee  leadei-s  and  Student  Govern- 
ment officers  have  filled  the  Daily  Universe 
with  articles  requesting  students  to  apply 
for  various  positions. 

Evex-y  year  at  this  time  a similar  drive 
goes  on  to  get  people  to  fill  the  needed  posi- 
tions to  make  the  various  student  govern- 
ment offices  and  student  activities  function. 

In  many  cases  it  is  a real  struggle  for 
these  offices  to  get  students  to  fill  all  posi- 
tions. 

Last  year,  The  Paiticipation  Committee 
had  a verj’  large  list  of  students  who  wanted 
to  participate  in  service  positions,  but  there 
was  a problem  in  matdxing  them  up  with 
the  jobs  available. 

Thei-e  may  be  a problem  in  communica- 
tion between  students  who  apply  with  the 
Participation  Committee,  the  committee  it- 
self, and  the  student  offices  seeking  help. 

Despite  this  gap,  thei*e  is  still  a wide  gulf 
between  the  number  of  students  who  apply 
with  the  committee  and  those  who  do  not 
take  that  opportunity. 

It  is  not  hard  to  understand  why  many 
BYU  students  wish  to  avoid  any  extra-cur- 
ricular activities  of  this  nature. 

Some  undergraduates  are  taking  very 
tough  majox's  which  require  a large  class- 
load and  many  time-consuming  lab  classes. 

Others  may  have  ixet  off-campus  activi- 


ties that  occupy  any  spare  time  they  have. 

Maybe  thei-e  is  a need  to  point  out  the 
value  of  participation  to  students  in  these 
two  categories  as  well  as  those  who  simply 
“Could  care  less.’’ 

Service  to  the  University  certainly  has 
more  rewards  tlian  just  gaining  a feeling 
that  a debt  of  some  kind  has  been  paid  off 
to  the  school. 

It  provides  a I'eal  opportunity  to  rub  el- 
bows with  student  leaders  and  othei's  who 
are  making  a success  light  while  they  are 
still  in  college. 

Such  seiwice  provides  a glimpse  into  the 
“extras”  that  are  going  to  determine  pay 
i-aises  and  advancement  out  in  tixe  business 
world  after  graduation. 

Another  aspect  is  in  initial  placement 
upon  gi-aduation.  The  majoiity'  of  companies 
tliat  hire  college  graduates  will  always  hix*e 
the  collegian  who  has  paiticipated  in  mor« 
than  just  academic  activities  and  seems  well- 
rounded. 

These  perhaps  ai*e  the  pi’actical  rewards 
of  services  to  BYU  offices  and  organiza- 
tions. Added  with  the  intangible  benefits 
that  come  in  working  witlx  others,  they’  add 
up  to  a i>owerfuI  list  of  x'easons  for  seriously 
considering  applying  for  positions. 

If  moi*e  students  i-ealized  these  things, 
maybe  those  committees  would  l>e  jammed 
full  in  no  time.

Religion  In  America

; Is  capitalism  a morally  accept- 
^ able  way  of  organizing  man’s 
economic  activity? 

Had  you  asked  that  question  dur- 
ing the  1930’s  or  1940’s,  most  lead- 
ing Protestant  theologians  would 
have  answered  with  an  emphatic 

• CO. 

V. 

Such  giants  of  Protestant  Reli- 
gion were  outspoken  in  their  cri- 
' ticism  of  the  capitalist  system. 
They  said  capitalism  produced  ser- 
ious inequalities  in  the  distribution 
of  wealth,  permitted  the  strong  to 
exploit  the  weak  and  put  private 
profit  above  the  public  good. 

CAPTIALISM  REFORMED 

But  capitalism,  as  practiced  in 
the  United  States,  has  undergone 
tremendous  changes  in  the  past 
few  decades.  And  as  it  has  chang- 
ed, so  has  the  moral  judgment 
which  Protestant  theologians  pro- 
nounce. This  change  was  illustrat- 
ed in  a talk  delivered  before  the 
National  Industrial  Conference 
Board  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  C. 
Bennett,  president  of  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  New  York.  Dr. 
Bennett  belongs  to  the  liberal  wing 
of  Protestantism  which  was  most 
' critical  of  capitalism  in  the  past. 

He  said  modern  capitalism  is 
“morally  tolerable”  partly  because 
' of  two  developments  that  have  tak- 
en place  over  the  strenuous  opposi- 
1 tion  of  “those  who  dominated  our 
capitalistic  institutions.”  The  de- 
velopments are:  1.  “The  rise  of  the 
I.  labor  movement  to  check  the  ar- 
I bitrary  power  of  employers.” 


2.  “The  social  legislation  that 
has  gone  far  to  create  a welfare 
society  and  has  corrected  many 
of  the  injustices  of  traditional  cap- 
italism.” 

MIXED  BLESSING 

Management  has  also  made  a 
significant  contribution,  he  said, 
by  its  growing  acceptance  of  “so- 
cial responsibility”  as  one  of  the 
factors  that  must  be  considered 
and  one  that  is  attractive  to  moral 
theologians. 

Finally,  said  Dr.  Bennett,  any 
fair  moral  judgment  of  contem- 
porary capitalism  must  recognize 
that  the  profit  motive— for  all  that 
it  appeals  to  man’s  selfish  acquis- 
itive instinct — nonetheless  imparts 
a “creative  dynamism”  to  Ameri- 
can society. 

The  energies  that  capitalism  has 
stimulated  because  of  its  use  of 
the  profit  incentive  have  led  to  the 
great  benefits  as  well  as  to  the 
many  ills  of  modern  industrial  soc- 
iety,” he  said.  “On  a balance,  the 
process  has  surely  been  construc- 
tive.”

Population 
Is  Soaring 

WASHINGTON  UPI-There  were 
195,857,000  persons  in  the  United 
States  - counting  Puerto  Rico -on 
July  1,  1966,  according  to  a Census 
Bureau  estimate. 

This  was  2 million  more  than 
on  July  1,  1965  and  16.5  million 
ever  the  1960  census.  The  estimate 
included  Puerto  Rico’s  1,668,000 
persons. 

California  had  the  largest  state 
population  with  18.9  million,  fol- 
lowed by  New  York  with  18.3  mil- 
lion. 

The  fastest  growing  state  was 
Nevada  with  a 59.1  per  cent  in- 
crease since  the  1960  census.  Its 
July  1 population  was  estimated  at 
454,000. 

West  Virginia  was  the  only  state 
with  a population  less— 3.6  per  cent 
to  1,794,000.  In  Iowa  and  Wyoming 
the  population  was  unchanged. 

Major  changes  in  population  pat- 
terns appeared  in  the  South  and 
north  central  states.

DUBOIS,  WYO.  UPI — The  young 
wife  of  a Wyoming  ranchhand  was 
stripped  of  her  clothes  Monday, 
shot  through  the  head  and  left  dead 
in  her  home  with  four  children  for 
24  hours,  it  was  disclosed  today. 

Fremont  County  authorities  said 
the  nude  body  of  Mrs.  Barbara 
Tilly,  22,  was  found  late  Tuesday 
by  a neighbor.  A suspect  was  be- 
ing sought.  The  four  children  re- 
mained in  the  house  with  the  body 
for  about  a day. 

The  victim’s  husband,  Jim  Tilly, 
was  working  at  a cow  camp  in  the 
mountains  at  the  time  of  the  slay- 


ing, autiiorilies  said.  Three  of  the 
children  left  in  the  home  were 

Tilly’s  by  a previous  marriage. 
The  oldest  was  6 

Police  said  the  nude  body  was 
found  on  the  floor  of  the  family 
home  about  two  miles  south  of  Du- 
bois just  off  U.S.  287.  She  had 
been  shot  in  the  back  of  the  head. 
Authorities  did  not  say  whether 
she  had  been  sexually  assaulted. 

Authorities  said  the  four  child- 
ren apparently  had  been  in  the 
home  all  day  without  knowing  Mrs. 
Tilly  was  dead.
